(b) REPORT.— 3

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days after 4

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary 5

of Defense, the Secretary of State, and the Attorney 6

General shall jointly submit to Congress a report on 7

efforts to combat Boko Haram in Nigeria and the 8

Lake Chad Basin. 9

(2) ELEMENTS.—The report required under 10

paragraph (1) shall include the following elements: 11

(A) A description of initiatives undertaken 12

by the Department of Defense to assist the 13

Government of Nigeria and countries in the 14

Lake Chad Basin to develop capacities to de-15

ploy special forces to combat Boko Haram. 16

ties to enhance the capacity of Nigeria and 18

countries in the Lake Chad Basin to investigate 19

and prosecute human rights violations per-20
